The 
parents 
of 
the 
Henderson 
brothers who were recently arrested 
at Columbus in connection with the 
theft of two barrels of whiskey from 
a Pennsylvania freight car in this 
city, are visiting them in the Bartho­ 
lomew’ county jail and are ready to 
do what they can in their behalf. 
The Hendersons, it develops, live in 
Nashville, Brown county, and did not 
learn of their sons’ trouble until last 
Saturday. 
They immediately went 
to Columbus. 
The body of John Johnson, who 
was killed 
in a running 
fight with 
Columbus police, has t>eeu examined 
and it is said that the authorities 
there are not sure that Phillips fa t­ 
ally wounded the man. 
The Columbus Herald prints the 
following story which is of interest 
h ere: 
Secrecy is being strictly exercised 
by local officers concerning any in­ 
formation in 
connection 
with 
the 
case and a guard is beng kept, con­ 
stantly at the jail. 
Many rumors 
and much discussion has grown out 
of the affair, and especially in re­ 
gards to the killing of John Johnson, 
one of the gang who escaped at the 
time of the capture. 
Johnson w’as in a running fight with 
the officers that morning, early and 
later was in another pistol fight with 
officers John Phillips and Patrolman 
Ed Jones, north of the city. 
It was 
taken for granted that Phillips w*as 
the officer who killed Johnson, but 
tbs seems to be eroneous, as an in­ 
quest held over the body of Johnson, 
showed that shot from the gun car­ 
ried by Phillips had .not penetrated 
deeply into the body. 
On the other 
hand, bullets, w’ere the cause of his 
death, and it is thought he was hit in 
both fighting affrays. 
The fighting 
during the early hours of the morn­ 
ing was participated in by several 
officers, and it is more than likely 
Johnson was struck at th at time, al­ 
though this could not be definitely 
ascertained. 
However, it would be 
a hard m atter to tell ju st which shot 
killed the man, and just which offi­ 
cer did the shooting. 
The officers 
are 
putting little credence to 
the 
stories circulating around, but they 
are taking little chance iii giving the 
boys a chance to get away or to se­ 
cure help from the outside. 
Pictures 
of the men together with that of A. 
J. Meyers, who escaped from the 
jail a few’ w’ecks ago, in a jail deliv­ 
ery perpretated by Thomas W ash­ 
ington, have been received by Chief 
of Police Cooper.

Jackson county contributed a to ­ 
tal of £2/297.15 during the recent 
drive for the Salvation Army, ac ­ 
cording to a report compiled today 
by C. II.

REPLEVIN SUIT 


Walter Garvey Seeking to Recover

Refutation of the common belief 
that apartment houses are a develop­ 
ment of modern methods in building 
and that the idea of housing 30 to 50 
families under one roof w'as thought 
of first in the nineteenth century, is 
contained in an article on “The Cone 
Dwellers of Asia Minor,” published in 
the National 
Geographic Magazine. 
The late Dr. J. R. Sitlington Starrett, 
traveler and explorer, the author of 
the article, presents a history of his 
inspection of the land of the Troglo­ 
dytes whose homes in the Cappadocian 
valley 
were shaped 
by the erod­ 
ing action 
of flowing water some 
2,000 years before Christ, and stand 
today, “walk-ups” it is true, hut never­ 
theless nature’s own apartment houses. 
The habitations are cone-shaped. 
Pumice stone is the material of which 
they are made, and to protect them 
from the action of rain nature pro­ 
vided them with roofs of lava that 
was belched from nearby volcanoes. 
Compared to those of mort' modern 
civilization, the homes of the cone- 
dwellers lack much that makes for 
comfort. 
Needless to state, they are 
not provided with lighting systems, 
running water, elevators, superintend­ 
ents, dumb-waiters nnd bellboys. But 
in their favor is the fact that no rent 
need be paid nor leases signed; no 
neighbors’ children can disturb one be­ 
cause the floors are of thick stone, and 
burglars find business unprofitable be­ 
cause once the Troglodytes family 
turns In for the night, the “stairs” is 
pulled up after them. 


Improve Their Homes. 


; 
The present generation of Troglo- 
2.00 dytes has improved on the dwellings 
left them by their ancestors. 
In fact 
each succeeding generation has done 
its bit to make the stone houses more 
habitable. Few instance. Doctor Star­ 
rett explains that in some locations, 
where the simple cones were the orig­ 
inal dwellings, the Troglodytes have 
improved the situation by building fa­ 
cades of pumice stone in front of 
them. 
Apparently the cones already were 
standing when the forefathers of the 
present Troglodytes entered the Cap­ 
padocian valley. They were solid, how­ 
ever, and considerable work was nec­ 
essary to make apartment houses of 
them. 
Primitive tools were used to cut en­ 
trances and once the first hole was 
made, the yorkers spread themselves, 
so to speak, and proceeded to enlarge 
the space inside. 
The entrance tun­ 
nels branched off into rooms; windows 
were then cut. and the Troglodytes 
moved in* 
Everything portable that 
was owned by the Troglodyte was car­ 
ried into his apartment and stored 
awny In the store room. 
The mere fact that a cone already 
was inhabited, made no difference to a 
Troglodyte who liked its appearance. 
If he found a friend living inside, he 
burrowed a home under or over that 
friend’s home. 
In many instances, 
Doctor Starrett wrote, cones were 
found to be or to have been used by 
four or five families. 
The entrances 
I were found level with the ground in 
many cases, while on the other hand 
there were cone dwellings the en­ 
trances to which were located far 
above the surface. 
Evidently the Troglodyte of ancient 
• times 
was 
a 
long-fingered, 
strong 
toed individual. 
Small clefts In the 
surface of the cones’ side were used 
In climbing to and from the apart­ 
ments. 
Many of the Troglodytes of 
today, the article explains, use a pole 
In entering or leaving the house. 


Use Pole for Stairway. 


And the modern Troglodyte, using a 
long wooden pole as a means of en­ 
tering his home, shows little progress 
in architecture. 
None of his ances­ 
tors were brought up to the fresh-air 
habit. 
Their sleeping rooms for the 
most part were not constructed so 
that air might circulate. 
Examina­ 
tion of the Interior rooms indicates 
that the Troglodytes of the pre-Chris­ 
tian era were content to live in al­ 
most total darkness. 
So today their descendants pay lit­ 
tle attention to light and air. 
Fresh 
air and sunlight find their way into 
Just one room. 
That is located at the 
entrance. 
The other rooms are al­ 
ways in inky blackness, unless the oc­ 
cupants of the house lets the wind nnd 
rain exert their forces on his walls. 
Thus a window may force its presence 
upon them.

encouragement to flying is given by 
©pylorous private clubs that look upon 
aviation as a sport and as the solution 
of difficult problems of Hie transporta­ 
tion of mail, passengers and merchan­ 
dise. 
Frequently only a few miles of 
airline separate two important towns 
bid ween which communication except 
by wire is a m atter of days, If nor 
weeks. 
This Is due to mountainous 
topography, lack of railways and the 
rough and winding character of the 
few roads and trails. These*handicaps 
seem only to stimulate the young 
South American to greater feats in the 
air and the governments to overcome 
them by establishing regular service 
as a m atter of business. 
Together 
these forces are working a develop­ 
ment of aviation in South America. 
Flight Across Andes. 
The particulars of the recent flight 
across the Andes of Lieut. Dagoberto 
Godov of Chile, have come to tip? Pan- 
American Union for publication in its 
next bulletin. As the ocean adventure 
will be the greatest straightaway flight 
ever attempted, so was the accom­ 
plishment of the young Chilean army 
officer the breaking of the world’s rec­ 
ord for height in crossing mountain 
ranges. 
There are higher mountain 
chains than the Andes, but none, it is 
held, so difficult to cross by flying. To 
pass nv^r the highest peak® has long 
been the ambition of Chilean anil 
Argentinian aviators. 
The daring en­ 
gineer, George Newberry of Argentina, 
was the first to be killed at tile foot 
of one of them in an attempt to accom­ 
plish the feat. 
Another Argentinian 
engineer, Senor Mascias, also was 
killed. Lieutenant Zani next got with­ 
in a few miles of the divide and was 
forced to come to earth. Fiueros, the 
popular Chilean flyer, failed in turn. 
Bradley nnd Zuloaga, two areonauts 
of Argentina, a year ago crossed the 
Andes in a balloon and Luis C. Can­ 
delaria crossed the southern ridge at a 
height of 2,000 meters from Zapata to 
Cunco still later in an airplane. 
Godoy’s flight was made from San­ 
tiago to Mendoza, a distance of 210 
kilometers in one hour aud twenty- 
fight minutes at a height of 17,300 
feet. He used a monoplane with a HO 
horsepower Le Rhone motor. 
No ac­ 
count of his victorious achievement 
can excel the description he gives of 
it himself in a contribution to the 
Bulletin, in which he says: 
“At last I was to get a bird’s-eye 
view' of the peaks upon which I had so 
often gazed from the track of my air- 
domc. The Bristol mounted into space 
for a time. I had not yet looked down­ 
ward. 
I had to watch my altimeter. 
my compass, the regular throbs of the 
oil engine and the revolutions of the 
motor. I had to change the carburiza­ 
tion continually nnd regulate the Le 
Rhone; and then, when my altimeter 
had passed the 17,000 feet, I looked 
downward. 


In Unknown World. 


“I was In an unknown w'orld. 
The 
mountain range stood out wonderfully 
clear; everywhere were canyons, im­ 
mense Mack-mouthed valleys, gentle 
foothills and icy slopes. 
At the left 
Tupungato rose near me to my own 
height, or perhaps higher, like an enor­ 
mous skyscraper, a magnificent yet 
graceful tower rearing itself toward 
heaven. 
On one side it had a long, 
gradual, almost horizontal slope, like a 
palm of the hand, w'hite and frozen, 
but hospitable, inviting me to alight 
and linger. 
But the impression was 
fleeting. 
The Bristol told me I was 
going 180 or 190 kilometers an hour, 
hence the scenery altered rapidly. 
A 
moment later I crossed the frontier. 
Sly country was behind me; before me 
lay the sister nation and triumph—my 
slight but longed-for victory.

Expect Many Americans When 


Travel Becomes Normal. 


WILL

BATTLEFIELDS 


England to Give Preferential Claim to 
Parents and Families of Fallen Sol­ 
diers— Feared That Anti-Alien Leg­ 
islation Will Have Effect of Severe­ 
ly Circumscribing 
Ordinary Chan­ 
nels of Traffic— Merchants Are Hope­ 
ful. 


Representatives of American tourist ; 
organizations are now in London, and 
some others have gone to Paris to stir- ; 
vey travel conditions with a view to 
ascertaining 
when 
America’s 
groat 
peace time army of sightseers can hope 
to cross the Atlantic. 
They are not 
oven optimistic, especially as there are 
fears that passport restrictions, even 
when the transport is available, will 
make the sightseer’s lot a mrve-rack- j 
ing experience. 
There are several classes of travel 
which are to 
be considered. 
The j 
greatest sympathy is felt for parents 
and relatives who wish to visit 
the 
battlefields where sons or 
brothers \ 
fell. England hopes to give a prefer­ 
ential claim to this class of traveler 
a s compared with those who are just 
carried 'by curiosity to the scenes of 
the great world battles. But families 
in England who have not had some 
relative fall in the war do not form a 
large proportion of the community.

European lintel men and pleasure

and 
France, in the first six months after 
there 
is

travel. 
Americans are estimated to have ex­ 
pended in the United Kingdom alone 
in the course of a summer $25,000;OOO. 
For that reason there is every hope 
that the tide of travel will not be long 
postponed. Merchants are more san­ 
guine of an early start of the tourist 
tide than are some of the exports who 
have been identified in tho past with 
tourist travel, who estimate another 
six months before any considerable 
number of travelers will be able to 
come to Europe. 


The European food problem, bol­ 
shevism, and racial antipathies on the 
continent in particular are believed 
to be serious problems which stand in 
the way of any early resumption of 
normal travel. 
Numbers of German 
Americans or students of social con­ 
ditions may decide to visit Germany 
within 
the next 12 months if the 
shadows of war and bolshevism are re 
moved, but it is thought that the. al­ 
lied countries and the Riviera will at­ 
tract many who formerly went to Ger­ 
man health resorts. 
Within a few weeks an express 
service between London, Paris, Lau­ 
sanne nod the near East, with a ter- 
minus in Constantinople, will he in 
working order. 
This route, according 
to travel experts here, is being estab­ 
lish ed not only for economic reasons, 
but because a large part of European 
traffic to the near East will want to 
avoid Germany. 
Until definite air rules for peace­ 
tim e Jiving are decided upon in the 
different 
allied 
countries, 
travel 
agencies are unable to make up a 
“dying schedule” for intending Amer­ 
ican travelers, but they say that in 
the future air travel will be very pop­ 
ular with wealthy Americans.

TEACHING THEM TO SING CHANTIES 


Interesting Now to Recall Commander 
Leary’s Defiance of Overbearing 
Teuton Captain. 


Persons who have said the United 
States had no case against Germany 
prior to the sinking of the 
Lusitania 
and events dating from 1914 perhaps 
are unacquainted with the trouble over 
the Samoan islands whic h occurred lo 
the eighties. 
Attempts by Prince Bis­ 
marck, then German 
chancellor, 
to 
dominate the islands, had been frus­ 
trated and a German consul had been 
withdrawn after lie had caused a crisis 
by raising a German flag over Apia. 
one of tile principal cities. 
Another 
consul, Herr Becker, acting on his gov­ 
ernment’s Instructions, again precipi­ 
tated trouble by deposing the Samoan 
king and setting up a ruler favorable 
to German interest. 
The climax came when the German 
corvette Adler prepared to shell Apia, 
the natives of which had become hos­ 
tile to {lie Germans. 
Commander Rich­ 
ard Leary of the United States gunboat 
Adams had been In the vicinity of tin* 
islands expecting trouble. 
An account 
of what happened is a tribute to the 
courage of the American navy. 
It fol­ 
lows : 
“At the appointed hour, the Adler 
steamed out with the German ensign 
flying at her peak. 
Tile Adams follow­ 
ed closely at her heels. 
Soon the Adler 
slowed down and swung into position, 
so as to bring her broadside guns to 
hoar on the 
helpless 
village. 
The 
Adams dashed in between the Adler 
and the shore, where she, too, swung 
about, her guns at port and pointed 
directly at the Germans. 
Presently. 
Commander Leary In full uniform and 
accompanied by his staff, hoarded the 
Adler. 
His colloquy with the German 
captain was Short and sharp: 
‘If you 
fire,’ he said, ‘you must fire through 
the ship which I have the honor to 
command. 
I shall not he answerable 
for the consequences!’ 
So saying, he 
took his leave. 
“Captain Fritze could scarcely be­ 
lieve ids ears. 
Such audacity had nev­ 
er yet confronted him. 
He knew that 
the first shot would lie answered by an 
American broadside, and this would he 
the signal for a war between his coun­ 
try and the American republic. 
Ile 
faltered, and then, his heart swelling 
with humiliation, he steamed suddenly 
away.”—Detroit News.

Washington.—Nine and three-tenths 
miles of clean-cut cargo ships. 
That 
Is the latest official report on the con­ 
tribution of the Great Lakes district 
yards to the American merchant ma­ 
rine. 
Held by canal restrictions to a 
lighter type of vessel than that made 
on the coasts, the district did not pro­ 
duce so many net tons as certain other 
sections. But It built more ships than 
any 
other district 
in 
the 
United 
States. 
On September I, 1017, the Great 
Lakes started to build for the govern­ 
ment. 
The first ship turned over to 
the 
United 
States 
shipping board 
came from a Great Lakes yard. 
She 
was the Liinoges, a 2.030-ton cargo 
carrier, under construction for French 
operators by the Toledo Shipbuilding 
company. 
On August 24, 1917, the 
Ninth district was created. 
It turned 
the Limoges over to the shipping 
hoard on August 30. 
They had not permitted the gram 
to grow7 under their feet for some de­ 
cades in that region of busy commerce. 
Now they saw to it that the ice did 
not grow under their ships. 
To heat 
not only the Hun but also the winter 
season was the first Mg task which 
the Ninth district faced. 
By almost 
superhuman effort the yards finished 
27 vessels and got them to sea before 
tho canals froze in 1017. 
Production Rose Steadily. 
When navigation opened 
In 
1013 
another fleet of 20 ships slipped newly 
built from the yards and went through 
the canals to the sea. From that date 
the 
Great 
Lakes 
production 
rose 
steadily until month after month the 
district turned out half the steel ships 
built in the United States, and some­ 
times mon' than half. Efficiency and 
energy combined in a veritable cru­ 
sade of endeavor, and in November, 
1018, the district touched the high 
point of its capacity. 
In that one 
month it built a fleet of 28 ships-- 
nearly-a ship a day. 
This astounding output brought the 
total for the year up to 168 cargo ves­ 
sels. one of them wood and the rent 
steel. 
In 12 months tile Ninth dis­ 
trict had produced 
Just 
125 
more 
ships than all the American yards (h1- 
llvered In the year before America 
went to war. 
Any narrative of the Great Lakes 
work is a progress from one shining 
triumph of tills sort to another. 
The 
smallest yard of all, fitted with only 
three berths, actually delivered 
13 
ships in 1018 and finished a fourteenth 
only a little too late to get it out be­ 
fore winter. 
Between the end of No­ 
vember and the end of March it 
launched six ships more. 
Four of 
these are now completed and a fifth 
is almost ready for service. They are 
all of the 4.200-ton type. 
Another yard built a 3,500-ton ship 
in 84 days. Another launched a 2.400- 
ton ship in 28 days. 
And a fourth 
yard broke the world’s record when it 
launched a 3,500-ton ship in 17 days 
after the laying of the keel and de­ 
livered it completed to the shipping 
board in 14 days after the launching. 
“ Team W ork” the Secret. 
The 
ingenuity 
and 
co-operation 
which made such accomplishment pos­ 
sible were also w hat made the yards 
expand rapidly enough to meet war­ 
time emergency and peace time neces­ 
sity. There are 112 berths In the dis­ 
trict now-, 71 for cargo ships and 33 
for tugs. The American Shipbuilding 
company bas a yard of ten ways at 
Detroit, Mich, { of five at Superior, 
\VTis.; of three at Buffalo, N. Y.; of 
six at Chicago. 111.; of three at Cleve­ 
land, O .; of eight at Lorain, O .; the 
Great Lakes Engineering works has a 
yard of four ways at Ashtabula, O., 
and another of el gilt ways at Ecorse, 
Mich.; 
the 
McDougall-Duluth 
com­ 
pany has a yard of nine ways at Du­ 
luth, Minn.; the Manitowoc Shipbuild­ 
ing company has a yard of six ways 
at Saginaw, Mich.; the Toledo Ship­ 
building company has a yard of six 
ways at Toledo, O., and the Globe 
Shipbuilding company has a yard of 
five ways at Superior, Wls. 
At all these yards the records for 
riveting, fabricating, tonnage per man, 
stand out like mountain peaks. 
For 
example, the average total number of 
rivet gangs in the district Is about IO 
per cent of the entire country, yet 
District Manager Benton points out 
joyously that the average output of 
these gangs enabled the lakes to de­ 
liver 30 per cent of the country’s 
total ship tonnage. 
“Team work” is the secret, accord­ 
ing 
to the district 
executive, the 
builders, and the men. 
The district 
has been untroubled by strike* or 
other labor disturbances, or by dis­ 
putes with builders.

These giants of destruction 
were used in leveling the Belgian forts, 
which were thought to be indestructi­ 
ble. 
One of the horrors of poison gas 
warfare was that not only were men 
exposed to it, but also animals, the 
artillery horses and ammunition mules, 
dogs and pigeons, which had no means 
of combating the gas. 
A canvas chair used by the German 
surgeons in making amputations in the 
field is in the collection and shows 
unmistakable signs of having been 
used many times.
